And he __ believed 
Markovski, 22, and Mori, 21, 
would be there by the time of 
the World Cup tournament in 
the United States in 1994, 
providing the Socceroos 
qualify.

“They are fine players,” 
Thomson said. 

Thomson relishes the idea 
of his under-23 players putting 
enormous pressure on the 
Socceroos to hold their places.

were getting so much 


publicity,” he said. 

Eight of the Olyroo squad -

already either been signed by 
eager European clubs or are 
in negotiation. 

And Thomson expected at

“We are playing them at 
their own game and beating 
them now,” he said. 

“There’s nothing we can do 
about the player poaching. 
Even bigger soccer countries 
like Denmark and Sweden are 
losing their players to the 
Italys and Frances. 


‘It’s impossible to stop it. 
Every player wants to play in 
the biggest leagues. 

“Tf you are the very best in 
Europe you are talking about 


earning $1 million to $2 


million a year, 

“We can never match that 
here, 

“Tt’s no use complaining. 

“We just have to get on 
with it.” 

Thomson believes the 
Olyrocs had provided a 
turning point in Australian 
soccer with their switch to a 
playing style based on skill as 
well as courage and the key 
moment in their campaign had 
been the surprise victory over 
Holland to claim their 
Olympic berth. 

“Before that no one gave 
us a chance,” he said. 

“After it the media was 
talking about us as a gold or 
silver medal winner.” 

Olyroo defender Longo 
spoke of a special feeling in 
the squad which got it through 
in crisis after crisis on the 
field. 

“We have been together for 
two years now and the team 
spirit is the best that any of the 
players have ever experienced 
and I think it carried us 
through, on and off the field,” 
he said

Sports such as baseball, 
cycling and soccer do not have 
pros in the Olympics, but 
Samaranch said the situation

Samaranch said he will 
consult with leaders of FIFA, 
40 discuss ways of improving 
the level of players in the 
Games. 

At Barcelona, FIFA 
imposed a 23-year age limit 
for the Olympics in order to 
protect the supremacy of the 
World Cup. 

This resulted in 
catastrophic attendances at all 
but the final between host 
nation Spain and Poland at 
the Nou Camp, which 
attracted 95,000 people. 

At all previous Olympics, 
soccer drew most spectators 
by far. 

Spain was the exception, 
which was not really 
surprising because Catalan 
fans have been spoilt in 
1991/92 with their beloved 
Barcelona winning the 
Spanish title and the 
European Champions’ Cup. 

There was never a chance 
they were going to flock in 
any significant numbers to 
watch largely unknown 
under-23 players from 
countries they knew nothing 
about when they could stay in 
the comfort of their homes to 
watch the wortd’s best live in 
basketball and other sports. 

While basketball stole the 
limelight in Barcelona by 
fielding its best’- the “Dream 
Team” from the USA - soccer 
took a humiliating back seat. 

It’s all very well for FIFA 
to want to protect their 
World Cup - still a bigger 
global event than the 
Olympics - but a solution 
must be found to make the 
next soccer tournament in 
Atlanta more attractive to. 
fans and media alike.

THAT JAKARTA FIASCO 


EXCUSES, MORE EXCUSES!

AUSTRALIAN national 
teams may be banned from 
taking part in any future 
tournaments in Indonesia. 

Manager Peter Gray said on his 
return from Jakarta last week that 
he would recommend to the 
Australian Soccer Federation that 
the Socceroos be stopped from 
going to Indonesia again. 

The ASF had sent the 
Socceroos to Jakarta to give the 
needed match practice for next 
month’s Oceania World Cup 
elimination rounds against 
Solomon Islands and Tahiti. 

Gray, who is also NSW 
Federation president, said he will 
raise a number of points in his 
Teport to the ASF over the staging 
of the Independence Cup and 
Australia’s participation. 

“We didn’t expect any favours 
but we certainly didn’t expect to 
be twice playing two full matches 
within 20 hours in high heat and 
humidity while opposition teams 
got up to three days rest,” he said, 

“There were administrative 
problems, such as being charged 
$2,000 for a day’s laundry and 
onfield problems, especially with 
the standard of refereeing. 

“The tournament, which 
Australia won two years ago, 
started well, but then steadily got 
worse.” 

Gray also criticised the splitting 
of the Socceroos in flying to 
Jakarta with players leaving 
Australia from different airports, 

“They left in dribs and drabs. 

“The next time a national team 
leaves it should be as a team, not a 
collective of individuals,” he said. 

Refereeing during the 
tournament brought a series of 
complaints and the second half of 
the final was delayed when 
Korean officials pulled their team 
off during argument over 
decisions. 

At full time, the referee was 
pursued by angry Korean officials, 


who protested the whistle came 
five minutes early and he had to 
be escorted from the field by riot 
police. 

Gray said some of the rulings 
contributed to a lack of discipline 
by the Australians which brought a 


rash of yellow cards and 
suspensions, 
But it was more from 


frustration at the inability to 
convert chances into goals, he 
said. 

Australia lost to Korea’s youth 
and Malaysia’s ‘A’ side but beat 
Thailand under-19s and Indonesia 
‘A. 

The Socceroos had been 
favoured to win after beating 


IAN GRAY 
Croatia and Sweden earlier this 
year and the outstanding 
performance by the Olyroos in 
finishing fourth at the Barcelona 
Olympics. 

Coach Vic Fernandez blamed a 
lack of preparation and fitness as 
the major reasons for the 
Socceroos failing to retain the 
Cup. 

“We dominated every game but 
the lack of teamwork showed in 
the early games and we didn’t 
tegain our true form until the final 
match against Indonesia,” he said. 

“Injuries also played a part with 
Warren Spink returning to 
Melbourne for medical treatment 
and Abbas Saad, Tom McCulloch 


and Ian Gray out of action.”

It is not a case of 
Oceania denying the NZFA his 
services, but I had to find someone to 
do the job after being commissioned 
by FIFA to develop football in the 
island nations, New Zealand and 
Australia. 


“Oceania has used a variety of 
Australian and New Zealand coaches 
over the years. but we have not made 
the progress we should have. 

“Kevin will deal directly with FIFA, 
although Oceania will provide his 
salary package and. will include a car 
while he is in New Zealand.”

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| have just received the 
Confederation of African 
Football’s Technical Report 
on the 18th African Nations’ 
Cup which | attended in 
January of this year. 

The report contains heaps of 
interesting reading with not 
too many surprising 
conclusions. 

In fact, if anything, it 
teinforces the beliefs may of us 
have on the trend in world 
football and in particular the 
weaknesses of football as it 
heads for the 21st century and 
the deficiences of FIFA-run 
tournaments. 

The African Nations’ Cup 
was won by Ivory Coast, 
beating Ghana in a. marathon 
penalty shootout. 

Like many previous 
tournaments, the African 
Nations Cup did not throw up 
the most deserving winner. 

‘The best teams again missed 
the boat as evidenced by Ivory 
Coast, apart from winning the 
lottery penalty shootout, also 
scoring only four goals in five 
games - three of those came in 
their first round win over 
Algeria. 

They failed to score in the 
semi-final - 0-0 vy Cameroun, 
winning 3-1 on penalties, and 
in the final itself, 0-O v Ghana, 
again winning 11-10 on 
penalties. 

In the countback sytem I 
favour when teams are level 
after extra time, it would have 
been Ghana - four games, four 
wins, six goals against two as 
opposed to Ivory Coast four 
games, three wins, one draw, 
four goals against nil which 
have been declared the winner. 

In. this tournament, it was 
again a matter of the most 
deserving winner missing out 
for the sake of the dramatic 
shootout which while great for 
the uncommitted is far from 
fair. 

The lack of goals was 
another world-wide trend ... 
Nigeria with eight in five 
games topping the list with 
their star striker Yekini 
winning the Golden Boot with 
four goals. 

Apart from Ghana, six goals 
in five games, the rest had 
pathetic goal scoring records ... 
Ivory Coast, Cameroun and 
Senegal four each in five 
games, Congo and Zaire two 
goals in three games, Algeria, 
Morocco, Zambia and Kenya 
one each in three games while 
Italia ‘90 finalist Egypt failed 
to score in three outings. 

Not surprisingly Abedi Pele, 
suspended for the final, was 
voted the best player in the 
tournament.

The Ghana-Nigeria semi 
final gave us a measly 23 
minutes of actual play. 

As I mentioned in ASW last 
week I feel this is FIFA’s 
number one priority as football 
heads towards the 21st century. 

Is it little wonder goals are at 
a premium world wide when 
we get the likes of Ghana and 
Nigeria “playing” 24 minute 
halves? 

If the “playing time” can be 
increased dramatically, the 
goal will follow without any 
major structural changes to the 
laws. 

And again I see the 
elimination of “injury time” as 
the ideal way to achieve a 
dramatic rise in playing time. 

Let’s cut the time wasted 
with “injuries”, 

If the player needs 
treatment he can go from the 
field. 

Otherwise, the trainer can 
treat. him on the field as in 
aussie rules and rugby league.

The Biues bounced back 
into the elite five, with just 
twenty minutes of the regular 
season outstanding, as Damir 
Gnjidic forced home the 
dramatic winner in Fawkner’s 
2-1 defeat of St. Albans.

THERE will be no “rebel leagues” 
splitting ACT Futsal during the coming 
summer season, acting president Jim 
Gordon says.

Paats was a Physical Training 
instructor, a school teacher and a 
pioneer of sporting practices.

In 1902, Praats and several of 
his pupils organised the Olimpia 
club. 

Olimpia, the oldest Paraguayan 
club, was founder member of the 
First Division in 1906 and 
finished runner-up to Guarani in 
the opening championship. 

They had to wait six years, 


until 1912, to win their first title. 

Since then they have 
outstripped the field winning the 
Paraguayan league 32 times. 

They put together hat-tricks 
from 1927-29 and 1939-41, won 
the title five times in a row from 
1956 to 1961 and then topped 
even that with six between 1978 
and 1983. 

Tt was during this latter era that 
Olimpia made their name famous 
internationally. 

Their springboard was the 
Copa Libertadores in which they 
were runners-up to Penarol of 
Uruguay in the very first 
tournament, in 1960. 

Olimpia have been a very 
Tegular entrant ever since, but 
without achieving much note until 
1979. 

Then they beat neighbours Sol 
de America and Bolivian clubs 
Bolivar and Jorge Wilsterman for 
a place in the semifinals. 

Here they topped a group 
including Guarani of Brazil and 
Palestino of Chile. 

They faced defending champ- 
ions Boca Juniors of Argentina in 
the final. 

In Asuncion, Olimpia won 2-0 
and in the return in Buenos Aires 


League.

At its 46th Congress in 
Zurich on July 1 and 2, 
1989, FIFA launched a fair 
play campaign intended to 
penetrate all four corners 
of the globe. 

The symbol and identifying 
colour of the campaign is the 
“yellow card”. “Fair play please” 
is the slick and straightforward 
message being. spread around the 
world. But is a fair play campaign 
depending on concerted action 
and the symbolic effect of one 
colour more than just an exercise 
which neglects rather than 
promotes certain qualities? Is fair 
play nowadays a misplaced ideal 
without a future? , 

In the light of a series of 
negative headlines connected with 
football, many authorities - and 
FIFA included - have been 
pondering these points during the 
past few months. But knowing 
how diverse and contradictory the 
problems behind the fair play 
programme are, the reply from 
the persons responsible at FIFA 
is: now or never. “Whatever 
happens, we must eliminate the 
negative aspects of our sport,” 
commented Joseph §. Blatter in 
the Editorial of the 10/89 edition 
of the FIFA News. 

One of FIFA’s foremost aims 
is to popularise football as a 
whole all over the world. Fairness 
is an integral part of this whole, 


FIFA Fair 


as FIFA President Joao 
Havelange pointed out when he 
stated, “Fair play and football are 
inseparable. Only football played 
in the spirit of fair play is good 
football.” With these words, FIFA 
has made it clear that it will stand 
firmly behind the fair play motto 
and commit itself to the inherent 
responsibilities. FIFA is therefore 
familiar with the problems 
involved and there is no lack of 
goodwill. But what about the 
viability of the methods adopted 
to focus attention on the 
principle of fair play? A brief 
explanation of the ideas that led 
to the fair play project and the 
steps being taken to deak with the 
complex issues involved are given 
below. 


FAIR PLAY - A 
NORM AND IDEAL 


If a hundred people were asked 
for their definition of fair play, 
there would probably be a 
hundred different answers and 
each one of them would touch the 
nerve of as many different 
viewpoints. To be able to 
appreciate the complexities 
behind the expression, the 
following distinctions are helpful. 
Firstly, fair play is a norm, that 
is, a question of observing the 
rules of the competition. Any

breach of the laws or competition 
regulations of any type of sport 
constitutes a breach of fair play 
and is relatively easy to pinpoint. 

Secondly, fair play is an ideal. 
As a basic ethic attitude, it 
involves primarily showing 
respect for one’s counterpart as 
an equal and a human being. In 
sport it is.mainly a matter of 
fostering equal opportunity. As 
with other idea values, the 
borderline between fair and 
unfair has no norms, in other 
words, it is not possible to set up 
general norms. In this 
connection, the Laws of the 
Game for football, for instance, 
constitute only a foundation on 
which to build. 


COMPLEXITY 
OF THE 
UNDERLYING 
REASONS 


The reasons for the rise in 
hostility within and around 
football have recently been the 
subject of much discussion and 
analysis. To simplify matters, 
they can be subdivided into two 
groups. On the one hand, there 
are problematic developments in 
society as a whole and, on the 
other, negative trends detectable 
in sectors directly concerned with 
football. 

The first group is linked with 
the ever-increasing pressures to 
win and with current trends in 
consumer habits in modern 
society. Success at any price is 
the motto by which toughness 
and lack of respect are turning 
into the means tO justify the end. 
What is more, there is a

perceptible trend in all parts of 
the globe to concentrate on 
individualism, which in time 
inevitably leads to a depletion in 
social contact. The theory is that 
current common values are either 
changing or losing their meaning. 
Modern lifestyles are therefore 
marked by a rapid change in 
values. The results of this are a 
lack of guiding principles and 
ideals, with people resorting to 
aggréssion and violence to 
Tesolve personal or social 
conflicts. 

The negative tendencies 


surrounding football can be 


summarised in the words 
“commercialisation and 
professionalism”. The urge for 
profit and, consequently, the urge 
for better results and more 
success almost inevitably leads to 
a diminution in the meaning of 
fair play. The ever-growing 
preoccupation of the mass media 
with footbal} and their methods 
of reporting have a provocative 
effect on football. Rather than 
concentrating on the sporting 
elements of football they choose 
to alight on sensationalism and 
melodrama, 

Another factor often cited in 
the discussions about the issue of 
fair play in football is the réle of 
the stadia as 4 battle-ground for 
so-called subcultures of various 
youth groups. These social 
groups whose rites and 
“manners” are often based on 
violence misuses the stadia as a 
platform for enacting their 
“causes”, such as proving 
themselves to the world and 
parading their power. Many 
social issues totally unconnected 
with sport are detectable in such 
groups. 


play 
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WHAT IS THE FAIR 
PLAY CAMPAIGN 
AIMING AT? 


The last two paragraphs 
illustrate the multiplicity of 
problems behind the discussions 
on fair play. Where can FIFA’s 
fair play activities possibly begin? 
The surest reply to this is that 
connected with fair play as a 
norm. FIFA has always 
committed itself firmly to 
ensuring that the Laws of the 
Game are observed. No 
infringements of any kind are 
tolerated either from players or 
from Associations. In view, of the 
fact that the quality and 
personality of the referee is and 
always has been the most 
effective tool to combat 
unfairness on the football pitch, 
one of the most important pillars 
in the organisation is- the 
programme of advanced training 


-for FIFA referees. 


Attempting to extend the 
principle of fair play from the 
norm to the ideal, namely to 


bi 


A 


FIFA 
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becoming the basis on which 
every sporting and civilian 
activity is based, is a much 
heavier undertaking. A principle 
which, like an ethical attitude, is 
so hard to promote should, 
according to FIFA; at least be 
communicated in a simple, 
comprehensible way. It is for this 
reason that the “yellow card” 
from the Laws of the Game was 
chosen as the symbol of the 
campaign. There is not one 
footballer who does not know its 
meaning. It is a caution, intended 
as a reminder to keep within the 
limits of tolerance, and urges the 
other party to modify his 
behaviour. By using yellow 
posters, stickers, badges and T- 
shirts and the simple slogan “fair 
play please”, the aim is to issue 
gentle reminders for use in 
sporting sectors and beyond. 

It would be unrealistic to 
assume that the many complex 
problems inherent in the 
development of society as a 
whole or that certain distasteful 
tendencies in football can be 
solved directly or eliminated 
through such as campaign. Still, 
FIFA considers the “yellow card” 
together with the worldwide 
popularity and significance of 
football as an opportunity to 
publicise an ideal without mincing 
words. But FIFA needs the 
support and solidarity of every 
member of the FIFA family. The 
fact that the fair play campaign 
has so far reverberated positively 
in- countless football circles, with 
many Associations adopting and 
elaborating on the initiative, only 
reaffirms FIFA’s conviction that 
it has chosen a simple - and 
effective - method.
